NEW 12-MILE LIMIT 
UNLIKELY TO 
AFFECT MACAO RUN”

The announcement last night by Peking, that China 
is extending her territorial waters from three 
to 12 miles, is not likely to affect the Hongkong- 
Macao ferry services, according to the mana- 
ger of one of the shipping companies who run 
between the two colonies. ' 


He said the ferrles use tw 
routes to reach Macao, and 
both koep the boats well away 
from the Hmit. He said th> 
first route via Kop Shiu Mun 
is the most used, and the carly 
morning ferries returning to 
Hongkong use this. 


The other alternative, is the 
rcugher passage around Cheung 
Chau, and Tai O, on Lantao, 


Both — these routes, the 
nianager, Mr Henry §.K. Chan 
suid; keap the ferrics wel! out 
of the way. “If the Chinese 
are going ‘to cause tny trouble, 


they will have 1o fo out of 
their way to do so," he added. 

“Tt should not affect us too 
much, and we ‘will have to do 
the best we can,” he sald.
